“Steel bottlenecks in Southern California will be dissolv- 
ed by next February through the production of the new 
Henry J. Kaiser Co. steel plant at Fontana’’ says a 
mews story issued by the War Production Board in Los An- 
geles. 

Great faith is placed in the ability of the ‘‘miracle pro- 
Auction wizard’’, Mr. Kaiser. His production records are 
amazing national leaders. When he speaks the nation listens, 
because he backs up his words with results. 

Construction of the Kaiser steel mill at Fontana is ahead 
of schedule in its amazing progress. Within a few short 
months, acres of farm land have been turned into acres and 
acres of buildings and steel-producing equipment. Officials 
of southland shipbuilding plants and other industrialists are 
awaiting Kaiser’s steel.

AT CHAFFEY FOR 


DURATION OF WAR’ 





Football lost this week on the 
Chaffey campus. 

War, preparations for war, and 
the need for placing greater atten- 
tion on more vital civilian activ- 
ities were among the factors that 
lead the Chaffey board of educa- 
tion Tuesday night to discontinue 
all interscholastic athletics for the 
duration. 

The only junior college in the 
‘Orange Empire conference and the 
only high school in the Citrus Belt 
Jeague to take this action, Chaf- 
fey set the pace in an “all out” 
program for victory. 

Whether or not to participate in 
the regular schedule had been a 
question confronting Chaffey offic- 
ials for some time. Tentative ar- 
rangements had been made for 
Chaffey elevens to participate in 
regular league schedules. Nd 
coach, however, had been named 
for the junior college. 

The board did not take the final 
action, however, until they had 
carefully studied the effects of 
non-compefition. Principal Ernest 
W. Fischer recommended cancel- 
lation of participation of high 
school sophomore teams in a 
league schedule. Director Charlies 
J_ Booth of the junior college said 
that curtailment of football would 
result in a decrease in attendance. 

On the other hand, the board 
members could see no hope of pro- 
viding transportation for the ath- 
letic teams to opponents’ home 
cities. The belief was also ex- 
pressed that Chaffey would be 
setting a better example in the 
nation’s war effort by curtailing 
inter-scholastic events and by 
placing more emphasis on the gen- 
eral physical education program. 

Gardiner W. Spring, president of 
the junior college, expressed the 
majority of the board’s sentiment 
when he said: 

“We have to awaken ourselves 
to the realities of this war and 
realize the full importance of do- 
ing everything possible to win. We 
are being gassed by false optim- 
ism and the gas is deadly because 
it is so easy to take. 

“Chaffey, since the start of the 
war, has endeavored to cooperate 
fully with the nation’s program 
and mold its program to best serve 
the war effort,” said President 
Spring. 

“Analysis of all angles caused 
the school officials to decide that 
inter-scholastic athletics could not 
be continued consistent with the 
best interests in the emergency 
and therefore we have rearranged 
our program. 

“The necessity to conserve rub- 
ber is a big factor. Use of buses 
is prohibited in the transportation 
of students for athletic contests 
if the district desires new equip- 
ment in the future; floodlighfing 
is prohibited, barring night games. 
If a norma! athletic program were 
attempted, there would be a great 
many who would accompany the 
teams, thereby continuing the un- 
necessary use of automobiles, and 
this in the face of the necessity to 
‘conserve rubber would be against 
the best interests of all.’

“Back to school safely” is the 
watchword proposed by Chief of 
Police E. L. Mueller, as boys and 
girls are poised to return to class- 
rooms on Monday morning. 

As an aid to the elimination of | 
the possibility for accident, he: 
urged that children start for 
school early and not loiter along 
the way. Such cooperation, he 
said, would go far with its pur- 
pose to defeat carelessness and 
haste, which cause accidents. 

PATRIOTIC DUTY 

“In eliminating accidents,’ Chief 
Mueller pointed out, “we save the 
valuable time of déctors, who al- 
ready are overtaxed by work as 
a@ result of the war. Promptness 
in school attendance and watch- 
fulness and caution to avert acci- 
dents offer a patriotic opportunity 
for every child to help his coun- 
try today.” 

CROSSING SAFETY 

Crossing streets carefully at 
proper places is emphasized by 
Chief Mueller, who asks the co- 
operation of parents in cautioning 
youngsters in this respect. Chil- 
dren should be warned not to dash 
across streets through traffic in 
the middle of blocks, but to cross 
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at intersections, and to always be 
alert to moving traffic, he said. 
BICYCLE SAFETY 

Those who ride bicycles are ask_ 
ed to keep near street curbs. Rid- 
ing bicycles on sidewalks, Chief 
Mueller emphasized, is prohibited 
by city ordinance. In the inter- 
est of safety for pedestrians and 
protection for parents, he asks 
that this rule be observed, point- 
ing out that a number of elderly 
people have been struck by cyclists 
riding on walks, and that in such 
cases, parents are held responsible. 

CAUTION TO MOTORISTS 

Motorists, too, are asked to be 
more watchful in guarding the 
safety of school children, particu- 
larly during the hours of going to 
and from school. In seeking their 
cooperation, Chief Mueller declar- 
ed that every safety factor will be 
employed to give them all the 
breaks possible. 

“We must all work together to 
make Upland one of the safest 
communities in California,” Chief 
Mueller declared, with emphasis. 
“And that means that each and 
every one of us, police, public, chil- 
dren and teachers, must be alert 
and ready to do our part.”

LIONS HEAR OF 
CIVILIAN DERENSE 


Individual responsibility in civil- 
ian defense was placed upam each 
member of the Upland Lions club 
and residents throughout the com- 
munity by Ernest Tweed Stone in 
an address yesterday. He spoke 
at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club house. 

Reporting of unusual incidents 








or the suspicious acts of persons 
to authorities was suggested by 
Mr. Stone as one of the most vital 
cbligations on citizens. He indi- 
cated that would-be saboteurs 
are “among us”, and declared that 
consistent alertness on the part 
of every individual was the best 
emethod of protection. 

‘He cited the local arrest of a 
vagrant, who was wanted by the 
F. B. L, as proof of the fact that 
every person whose acts are ques- 
tionable should be reported: 

One of the local leaders in the 
‘civilian defense activities and bus- 
ily engaged in first aid instruc- 
tion, Mr. Stone reported that in 
case of a local blackout, air raid 
wardens and auxiliary policemen 
and firemen would immediately 
take their posts. He told of a 
plan to have “practice raids” to 
acquaint the wardens and others 
of some of the conditions that 
might be expected in a real emer- 
gency. 

Work of the airplane observers 
was cited by Mr. Stone as one of 
the most important phases of the 
defense program. Constant look- 
out for airplanes at the local post 
and throughout the western states 
forms a barrier against enemy 
aircraft, he said. 

An able speaker, Mr. Stone gave 
a general “picture” of the civilian 
defense program, commended 
those who are aiding that pro- 
gram, and appealed for everyone

Three counties in a man’s se- 
lective service life? How come? 
Well, it is very simple in the Up- 
land board, which takes in almost 
half of San Bernardino county, 
the nation’s largest county. It is 
this way. 

The valley in Inyo county in 
which Clair lived at a mine with 
his parents is tributary to Trona 
in San Bernardino county, the lat- 
ter desert city being the family’s 
postoffice address. Hence, Clair

some 200 devious miles from Up- 
land, is still under the Upland 
board. This is all very simple, 
clear and direct, because someone 
in Washington so ordered it. 

But, being a registrant of Up- 
land board, how did Clair happen 
to be inducted through the Palm- 
dale board in Los Angeles county? 
That is easy, too, it is much near- 
er to Trona than Upland by over j 
100 miles, and time was the es- 
sence of young Clair’s being able ; 
to report on time for induction 
last Saturday. 

To begin with, his home in Inyo 
county is around 250 miles from 
Upland. On August 19, his 1-A 
notice was mailed to him from the 
Upland board, and on September ! 
2 his notice to report for induc- 
tion on September 12 was mailed. 

WEATHER HITS MAIL ! 

But the weather stepped in and 
played havoc with the mail ser-| 
vice. A heavy rain in August | 
washed out the road into the Ar- 
gus mountains so the Clairs could | 
not travel to Trona to get their 
mail. Finally, on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 10, the elder Clair was 
first able to make the trip to 
‘Trona. 

Finding the two selective ser- 
vice notices for his son, he im- | 
mediately set out on the journey | 
to Upland to explain the situation ! 
and to find out what could be | 
done, as he still had to travel the 
300 miles back to Inyo county and 
get his son out in time to report, 
with only about a little over a 
day to do it. 

So Eric V. Rhenstrom, clerk of 
the Upland board, arranged a 
transfer for the youth, enabling 
him to report for induction at the 
Palmdale board in Los Angeles 
county, thus insuring a reasonable 
possibility of his being able to ar- 
rive there on time. 

UPLAND ON MAP 

One thing is certain about the 
profligate territory of Upland Se- 
lective Service board, it has put 
Upland on the map.

SHARP EARTH SHOCK 





An earthquake shock of short 
but sharp duration was reported 
felt by residents of San’ Antonio 
canyon on Wednesday evening 
about 6:50 o’clock, with the course 
of the quake seeming to run east 
and west, accompanied by a rum- 
bling sound. 

However, no damage was re- 
ported from any section of the 
canyon. At Snow Crest, it was 
said that the quake shook the 
place all over for several seconds. 

From the Camp Baldy guard 
station, Mrs. Claude Huse report- 
ed that when they felt the trem- 
or, they had time to get from 
the rear of the house outdoors 
before it subsided. 

Mrs. C. W. Chapman, Ice House 
canyon, said that she was in her 
kitchen at the time, and that she 
was first alarmed because the 
noise seemed to come from the 
refrigerator behind her. “It felt 
like something falling down un- 
derneath you,” she declared. 

All canyon residents agreed 
that the shock was very distinct 
and definite.

Woglum Discusses 
Spraying of Trees 
When They Are Damp 





Ralph Moon, manager of the} 
Citrus Pest Control association, 
has called citrus growers’ atten- 
tion to a discussion of “Spraying 
When Trees Are Damp”, by R. S. 
Woglum, entomologist of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange. 

A portion of Mr. Woglum’s ecom- 
ment follows: 

“Spraying is more tolerant of 
moisture than fumigation. Exper- 
imental evidence as well as gen- 
eral observation has failed to de- 
velop any outstanding consistent 
decrease in scale kill from spray- 
ing trees moist, even up to the 
dripping stage, over that of dry 
trees; in fact, the most noticeably 
poor scale kills follow spraying of 
dry trees during hot, low humid- 
ity weather. Normally, it has 
been recognized as poor practice 
to oil spray dripping wet trees, 
but this season when it is urgent 
that the work be pressed as rap- 
idly as possible on account of the 
labor situation, operators should 
not hesitate to start spraying in 
the morning, even while the trees 
are damp or almost up to the 
dripping stage.”

But the bomber bee reached 
his mark, and to add insult to 
injury, the youth, already 
stung, only succeeded in gash- 
ing himself in the head with his 
grape picker’s knife, as he wav- 
ed his arms to frustrate the 
irate insect. He was taken to 
San Antonio Community hos- 
pital, where it was found that 
the four-inch gash was worse 
that the bee’s sting and requir- 
ed several stitches to close. 

After receiving emergency 
treatment, he was released, but 
he insists that if bees come his 
way again, he’s going to go 
some other way!

‘CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


LEADER T0 SPEAK 





Promising to be an outstanding 
event, the civic dinner honoring 
Upland auxiliary police upon the 
awarding of their certificates, 
plans for which are reported to 
be progressing very satisfactorily, 
will be held on October 6, a week 
later than had originally been 
planned. 

Harold W. Kennedy, assistant to 
the Los Angeles county council, 
assigned as full-time director of 
civilian defense in that county, 
will be the principal speaker, it is 
announced by Chief of Police E. 
L. Mueller. 

Described as a brilliant orator, 
Mr. Kennedy is one of the out- 
standing public officials in the 
west. He is an authority on mat- 
ters of civilian defense, being ex- 
ecutive chairman of the state of- 
fice of civilian defense, in charge 
of organizing civilian defense in 
all counties of the state.

Now 
Mr. Kennedy will, in effect, de- 
liver the graduation address when 
his former college mate makes 
another “graduation” and_ re- 
ceives his auxiliary. police cer- 
tificate.

Q.—What lamp must I buy to 
provide light to an intensity of 
one foot candle — how many 
watts? 

A.—This will depend on the dis- 
tance of the light itself from the 
ground where the light intensity 
is to be measured. Every house- 
holder will have to determine this 
for himself or have a_ lighting 
specialist decide it for him. 

Q.—How about my porch light 
—is it permissible to let it burn 
at night when we are away from 
home or. when we are expecting 
guests? i 

A—No light should be left 
lighted at night unless there is 
someone on the premises to turn 
it off should a blackout occur. 
There is no objection to porch 
lights being lighted under ordin- 
ary conditions if they are so shield- 
ed that light is not emitted up- 
wards. The lamp should not be 
larger than 50 watts. In most 
cases a smaller lamp will suffice. 

Q.—What about the barbecue 
pit—is it permissible to use it at 
night? 

A.—The object of the proclama- 
tion is to keep light from the sky. 
The glow of embers in a small 
barbecue pit is not objectionable, 
but flames are. Shields can be ar- 
ranged to prevent the firelight 
from going upward—then the bar- 
becue may be safely used.
